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CROP OUTLOOK IS 


MORE ENCOURAGING 


THE RECENT RAINS HAVE BEEN 


OF GREAT BENEFIT. 


Winter Wheat and Rye Being Cut- 


Oats and Barley Suffered From the 
Drought—Very Little Haying Has 
Yet Been Done, but the Yield Will 
Be Better Than Anticipated. 
The average temperature for the week 


W88 from two to eight degrees higher 
than that of the previous week, and 
ranged from seventy six degrees along 
the southern border to sixty-two over 
the extreme southwest counties. 
Ex- 


tremely high temperatures were general 
over the state on the 3rd, 4th and 5th, 
the daily maximum on these dates being 
generally above ninety degrees. 
The 


latter part of the week was decidedly 
cooler, but not sufficiently cool to check 
the growth of vegetation. 


The week has been characterized by 


severe local thunderstorms, high winds 
and heavy rainfall in all parts of. the 
state, the total precipitation for the week 
in eome sections amounting to over five 
inches. The i ainfall was heaviest in the 
northwest section and lightest over the 
northeastern counties, including Brown, 
Calumet aud Kewaunee. 
Severe local 


storms, accompanied by high winds and 
hail occurred in Adams and Juneau 
counties. The hailstones were of large 
size and did much damage to crops in a 
few localities, while high winds destroy- 
ed many fruit and forest trees. 
Gener- 


ally the rains were of great benefit, and 
the outlook for crops is decidedly more 
encouraging. 
The soil is how well 


stored with moisture and all vegetation 
is growing rapidly. 


The high tempernture and abundant 


rainfall of the past week have proved 
very beneficial to corn, which now prom- 
ises to be a very good crop. The early 
plantings are in excellent condition, 
while the late plantings are now grow- 
ing rapidly, and with favorable weather 
will make a good crop. 


Winter wheat and rye are now gener- 


ally ripe, but very little harvesting was 
done during the week, on account of the 
rains. 


The rains came too late to materially 


improve oats and barley, although late 
sown grains will be benefited to some 
extent. Barley is beginning to ripen, 
«md wilFbe ready to cut in about ten 
days. M'he straw is very short but'the 
heads are reported as fairly well filled, 
and the quality is good. 


Very little haying was done during 


the week, but it is stated that the yield 
was slightly better than was anticipated. 
There are eome reports of damage to 
hay by tho rains. 
The outlook for feed 


is more, encouraging than last week; 
millet sown before the rains is growing 
rapidly; 
much .fodder corn is being 


planted, and a second crop of clover is 
starting nicely. 


Pastures have improved greatly since 


the rain and will soon be in condition to 
supply an abundance of feed. 


The rains have greatly benefitted to 


bacco. Replanting is practically com 
p'eted. anc early set feUs are looking 
good; the stand is good and the young 
plants are making excellent progress. 


The high winds during the week 


. caused some damage to apple trees, but 
the outlook is encouraging for a fairly 
good crop. The rains will improve the 
berry crop to some extent, but the yield 
will be light.

Free Homes Bill. 
The last session of congress passed 


132 public acts which hnG been approv- 
ed by the president up to and including 
"the month of May. Many of these were 
.of general public interest and were 
•carefully considered by both houses. 
i- An act to define and fix the standard 
•jof value, to maintain the parity of all 
forms of money issued or coined by the 
[United States, to refund tbe^ public 
fdebt and for other purposes was the 
Jfirst bill passed through the house of 
(representatives and became a law on 
March 14 last. 
' 


This bill is the most important of all 


^:hat became law during the session. It 
•places the finances of the country flrm- 
lly on the gold standard. No public of- 
ificial can hereafter disparage any dol- 
"Jar issued by the "United States until 
•itlie senate and house, with,approval of 
ithe president, shall concur in atnend- 
Sng this statute. 
: The bill also provides for the refund- 
"dng of the national debt, amounting to 
i$S50,000,000, into 2 per cent bonds. 
jSiuce the passage of the act this re- 
•jlunding process has been constantly 
igoing on and now roaches about $280,- 
•|000,000. As the old bonds bore interest 
tat the rate of 3, 4 and 5 per cent the 
inational saving of interest on the 
'(bonds already refunded amounts to 
-considerably more than ?5,000,000. This 
Saving will nearly equal the entire in- 
terest on the $200,000,000 borrowed to 
ipay the expenses of the Spanish war. 
: Should we succeed In refunding the 
entire indebtedness of 5850,000,000 at 
"the low rate of 2 per cent interest the 
national saving iu interest would not 
•only pny the interest on the Spanish 
jwar loan, but also the interest on the 
^262,000,000 of bonds issued by the last 
administration in time of peace. 


Under the minor provisions of tho 


Ibill there has been a great increase of 
^national banks of limited capital in the 
saialler towns, particularly of the 
western and soxithern states. 


• Bills providing for the government of 
the Hawaiian Islands and of Porto Ri- 
co, alter long consideration, have* final- 
ly become laws, while the bill for the 
.government of Alaska has been passed. 


The feature of the Porto Rican bill 


rwhlch occasioned most discussion Is 
ithe most liberal toward that Island of 
any ever Incorporated Into law. It_pro- 
ivldes a. slight tariff on the products of 
that country coming to the "United 
States and also on products shipped 
irom the "United States to Porto Rico, 
excepting necessaries of life, \all of 
•which Is turned over to the treasury of 
DPorto Rico for n period of two years, 
or until local taxation can be provided 
3>y the new government. At the end of 
Ttwo years trade between Porto Rico 
and the 
• United States becomes abso- 


lutely free. 
T Not only this. Congress has appro- 
priated all the revenue derived from 
.•goods imported Into the United States 
:£rom Porto Hico since the occupation 
and amounting to more than $2,000,000 
.lor the benefit of the people of that is- 
land. All tariff collected at Porto Rican 
•ports is also to be used for that pur- 
pose. This was a boon to those people, 
justified by the circumstances, and un- 
paralleled for generosity toward any 
people. 
• This congress also passed the free 
•homes bill, giving free homesteads on 
the public lands to actual bona fide, 
settlers. This was a measure pledged 
iy the platform of all parties. 


An amendment to the pension act of 


1S90, known_ss the Grand Army bill, 
lias also beco.<fe a law. 


A law of much importance passed 


cluring the session" was that allowing 
the free transportation in bond of all 
goods shipped through the United 


; States from a foreign country to an- 


other foreign country. This will be of 
sreat benefit to the shipping interests 
of the country. 


An antitrust law amendment to the 


Sherman law of 1890 as effective and 
larreaching as the constitution will 
permit has also passed the house of 
representatives.

Colonel Hlliler Ilrliifcn Rich Collec- 


tion For SmltliMonian Inxtltntlon. 
Colonel F. F. Hikler, chief clerk of 


the bureau of ctlmologj, lias retiirued 
from the Philippines, where he went to 
make a collection under the direction 
of the Smithsonian institution for ex- 
hibition at the Pan-American exposi- 
tion to be held in Buffalo next year.

TAKTAES AEE THE RULING OLASS. 


Chinese Flgrtnll Dates Front the 


Tartar Invasion — Strnngrc Cnntoina 
TVhicli Are the Opposite to Ameri- 
can Idea*—Favorite Chinese DislieM. 
Tlie Three Principal Religions—ABC 
of tlie Empire. 
As China Is now tlie scat of interna- 


tional interest the following facts 
about that country are of timely Inter- 
est: 


China and Its dependencies have a 


total area of 4,218,401 square miles and 
a population of 402,680,000. In area it 
includes nearly one-twelfth of the total 
area of the.globe, while its population 
includes nearly one-third of all the peo- 
ple In the world, says the Chicago Trib- 
une. 
As compared with the United 


States, the latter's island possessions 
being excluded, China has 800,000 more 
square miles of territory anil more 
than five times as many inhabitants. 
The population of China proper per 
square mile is 292, that of the state of 
Rhode Island is 254 and that of Tex- 
as 6. 


China Is the laud where everything is 


upside down. Thus in Canton the wo- 
men act as sailors and boatmen, while 
the men are employed as chamber 
maids, laundresses and seamstresses. 
In salutation the Chinaman shakes his 
own hand instead of that of his visitor. 
As a mark of respect he puts his hat on 
instead of taking it off. Their sign- 
boards are perpendicular instead, of 
horizontal. In reading Chinese print it 
Is necessary' to begin at the right hand 
side at the bottom and. read to the left 
and up. The Chinese raise the toe of 
the shoe «nd depress the heel instead 
of raising the heel, so that they some- 
times appear to be in danger of falling 
over Backward. 


The Tartars, who overthrew the na- 


tive Chinese dynasty of China in 1644 
are. the ruling class in China. There 
are in.the neighborhood of 10,000,000 
Tartars in the empire., The /'Chinese 
pigtail" dates from the Tartar inva- 
sion, when" the Tartars forced the Chi- 
nese to grow cues after the Tartar cus- 
tom as a mark of siib.lection. Thou- 
sands, of Chinese were killed for refus- 
.Ing to plait their hair, and even now 
the new China party has ns one of its 
objects the abolition of the old rule 
There are or were until recently less 
than 12,000 foreigners permanently res 
idont in China. Of this number 5,000 
are British, 1,600 Americans and 1,200 
Japanese. 


Most Christian ministers wear black 


clothes. The;Chinese priests stick, to 
bright yellow. People.on this side the 
world signify their sorrow at the deatl 
of a relative or friend, by putting 01 
black garments. In,China the mourn 
Ing color is white. In the United States 
most people .believe that the livin 
have-the first call upon their, charitj 


• and care. 
In China more precautions 


are taken for the preservation of th 
body after- death than before, and a 
Chinaman will lie down supperless 01 
his mat rather than neglect to light th< 
evening joss caudle in honor of hi 
dead relatives. 
In most countries the 


deathbed is surrounded by weepin 
relatives, and often a minister and a 
doctor are present In China the clyin; 
are carried out\of the house and lef 
alone in some vacant space to die. 


There are three principal religions in 


China, Buddhism, Taoism and Confu 
cianism. The latter is almost withou 
forms and ceremonies, consisting'chief 
ly in. study and contemplation of th 
teachings and works of the ancients 
Buddhism and Taoism both have elab 
orate and splendid ceremonials. ' Tao 
ism is the older, Buddhism having 
made its appearance in China abou 
1,800 years ago. It is now the religioi 
of almost eight-tenths of the people. In 
the northeast and southwest there at- 
30,000,000 Mohammedans. The Roman 


• Catholics have more than 1,000,000 acl 


herents and support 29 bishoprics. Th 
converts of all the Protestant churche 
are estimated to number not more than 
50,000. Back in the remote interior o 
the kingdom the hill tribes are still na 
ture worshipers or heathen. 


^ 
At a grand dinner the Chinese begin 


with sweetmeats and conclude wit! 
soup. They sit sometimes at the tabl 
for five or six hours, with a midway 
Interval or recess, during which bowl 
are brought in and the members of th 
party wash their hands and heads in 
hot water. Fricasseed dog is a favoi 
ite dish, a special breed of poodles be 
Ing raised for eating purposes. Stewei 
rat is another delicacy, and the Chines, 
are also fond of eggs when they hav 
passed the point where even thu coli 
storage man could ca)l them fresh 
Sharks' iins, bird nests, peacocks' ilv 
srs, green ginger, cocks' combs an 
lowls' hearts and brains are dishe 
which might be found on the menu o 
a high class Chinese banquet 


If the Chinese themselves are to b 


believed, the Chinese empire has been 
in existence for more than 100,000 
years. Other students say that it was 
founded 2,500 yo.irs before Christ, and 
by some Fohl, supposed to be the Noah 
of the Bible, is considered the founder. 
The great wall of China, portions of 
which are still in evidence, was com- 
pleted 211 B. C. Printing is said to 
have been known in China as early as 
202 B. C. In 1517 A. I), the first Euro- 
peans arrived in China. In 1575 Jesuit, 
missionaries were sent to China from 
Rome. In 16R2 a general earthquake 
shook the empire, and more than 300,- 
000 people were killed at Peking alone. 
Tea was first brought to England in1 
1660. 
Commercial relations between 


China and Russia began in 1719.
